Fulbright

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbrlght says the admin- 
istration misled Congress and Is 
deceiving the piiblld about the 
1964 Gulf of Tonkin incident, 
which generated U.S. military 
escalation in Vietnam.

Tuesday to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, 


Fulbrlght told newsmen he 


does not subscribe to a position 
he attributed to one-time Me- 
Namara aide Arthur Sylvester, 
whom he quoted as saying "the 
government has the right to lie 
to the people of this country." 


The 
Arkansas

charges came after the commit- 
tee, which he heads, refused his 
request 
to make public staff 


findings on the Gulf of Tonkin 
incident. 


Fulbright told newsmen after 


Wednesday's

ing he felt the staff report was

At Issue is the August 1964 in-

The Incident produced the so- 


called Tonkin Gulf resolution in 
which the Senate, by an over- 
whelming vote, called on Presi- 
dent Johnson to take all steps 
necessary to "prevent further 
aggression." 


The first. U.S. bombing at- 


tacks on North Vietnam—and a 
sharp escalation of U. S. mill- 
-tary forces commited to the war 
— quickly followed. 


Fulbright, who was floor man- 


ager for the administration-re- 
quested 
resolution, has since 


strongly opposed U.S. policy In 
Vietnam and contends Congress 
was given inadequate informa- 
tion about the Tonkin Gulf inci- 
dent.

Police Director Lynn A. Davis 


for immediate reappolntment, 


Both houses passed the bill 


after the House amended It to 
require that the State Police di- 
rector be a qualified elector, 
This means he must have been 
a resident of the state for a 
year. Davis asked that his 
name be withdrawn as a can- 
didate for the post after the 
amended bill passed. 


The special session created 


controversy 
between the ad- 


ministration and the legislators. 
Many lawmakers said they felt 
the session wasn't needed and 
others said the session lasted 
longer than it should have be- 
cause the administration wasn't 
ready for it. 


There was sharp criticism 


from both sides during virtually 
each day of the 13 days the 
legislature was in session, but 
in the end both Rockefeller and 
the legislators generally were 
pleased with the session.

But the show slid 
down hill after that. Paula Pren-

face dismissal on 


charges of smoking marijuana 
in their rooms in Bancroft Hall, 
the academy dormitory, 


Rear Adm. Draper L. Kauff- 


man, the superintendent, said 
Wednesday the dismissal re- 
commendation would be made 
to Secretary of the Navy Paul 
R. Ignatius. 


Acceptance of the recommen- 


dation by the secretary is gener- 
ally considered a formality. It 
would be the largest group dis- 
missed from the academy in Its 
IBS-year history. 


The incident marked the sec- 


ond time in 10 months that mid- 
shipmen had been caught smok- 
ing marijuana in the dormitory 
that houses the 4,000-man bri- 
gade of midshipmen. Four were 
dismissed in a similar incident 
last June. 


Kauffman 
said 
the current 


problem came to light after an 
unidentified midshipman report- 
ed that he "had seen several 
midshipmen who appeared to be 
smoking marijuana in a mid- 
shipman's 
room in Bancroft 


Hall." 


A spokesman at the academy 


said the midshipman made his 
observation over the weekend 
and felt bound by the strict hon- 
or code to report to his supe- 
riors. 


The academy said the Naval 


Investigative Service in Wash- 
ington investigated the incident 
and would continue its probe to 
determine the source of the 
drug and stop its use. 


Though the names of those in- 


volved were not released, the 
academy said they included 11 
juniors, one sophomore and one 
freshman. 


Smoking marijuana is a viola- 


tion of academy regulations, 
U.S. Navy regulations and of 
the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. 


A spokesman said the mid- 


shipmen Involved would proba- 
bly not face disciplinary action 
such 
as a court-martial but 


would simply be dismissed and 
become eligible for the draft.

Grid Owners 
to Recognize 


Union

NEW YORK (APKthe Na- 


tional Football League and the 
NFL Players' Association have 
taken the first formal step to* 
ward recognition of the inde- 
pendent union as a bargaining 
agent for collective bargaining 
in mid-March. 


After a meeting between labor 


counsels for the two groups, two 
NFL owners and three player 
representatives, 
it 
was an- 


nounced Wednesday that the as- 
sociation would be recognized 
pending a check of its member- 
ship by the independent Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association. 


Both Ted Kneel, legal con- 


sultant to the owners, and Dan 
Shulm.in, labor counsel for the 
players, were optimistic about 
the possibility of an agreement 
once the bargaining starts. 


Kheel emphasized 
that the 


owners did not doubt the au- 
thenticity of the membership 
but merely wanted a formal 
check. Shulman said his group 
could 
have 
tried 
different 


means of gaining recognition 
but chose a formal check be- 
cause "we have the cards from 
the players. We know we have a 
majority." 


Shulman said the assoccclaln 


has 685 members who pay $100 


a year In Wiembershlp fees, 
fitfte after time he1 f^iterated 
that the association did not e*» 
peel to negotiate Individual sal- 
aries. 
this is not the classSe union 


situation/' said ShufWafi, a $4* 
year-old Chicago labor lawyer. 
"We are talking about things

Although the association said 


in Miami in January it wanted

said, "We intend to utilize every 
means available under the law. 
However, we anticipate we will 
be able to reach an agreement."

Shelters for 
Aircraft 
Possibility

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon, citing huge Egyptian 
plane losses in last June's 
Arab-Israeli war, is pressing 
Congress for permission tobulM 
new battle-reststent shelters for 
U.S. aircraft in Europe. 


Congress has balked at the 


idea the last few years, partly 
on grounds construction of new 
fixed installations might keep 
the U.S. entrenched abroad or 
might be wasteful in event of 
pull-outs. 


Harold Brown, secretary of 


the Air Force, made the latest 
bid for the specially developed 
shelters 
Wednesday, pointing 


out the Middle East war "dra- 
matically demonstrated the vul- 
nerability of exposed aircraft on 
the ground." 


"Hundreds of aircraft, repre- 


senting about halt of the United 
Arab Republic's jet air force, 
were destroyed on the ground In 
the first three hours of attack- 
almost wholly by 20 and 30mm 
cannon fire," Brown said. 


Brown told the Senate Armed 


Services Committee that East 
European 
countries 
already 


have started building protective 
installations for their planes.

show that, in a great many fore-

and Spain. The program also 
would provide additional taxi- 
ways which would allow planes 
to be quickly dispersed in case 
of attack, plus specially protect- 
ed fuel and communications fa- 
cilities and alarm systems. 


What the Pentagon has In 


mind are prefabricated metal 
and earth-mound shelters cost- 
ing $130,000 to $160, 000 each, de-

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rights and privileges of citizen- 
ship that whites have denied the 
Negro In America may be eas- 
ier to restore than something 
else that was taken away—the 
Negro's history. 


The Negro may have moved 


up from the back of the bus but 
he has barely even entered the 
books, libraries and museums 
that record the nation's history. 


A Negro who recently visited 


the Smithsonian Institution, that 
vast national cultural store- 
house, said tie found only one 
item with which he could identi- 
fy: "It was a mural of EH Whit- 
ney and the cotton gin. And you 
know who was picking that cot- 
ton." 


And a white woman partici- 


pating in a panel discussion on 
Negro history and culture in 
Washington last week confessed

without ever having heard of 
Frederick Douglass.
